Admiral George Dewey is sixty-one—he graduated | 
in 1854 at the U.S. Maryland Naval Academy | 
at Annapolis, and gained his first kvowledge,| 
of sea-fighting during the prolonged Civil War 
under Admiral Farragut. | 
Some of the practical experience he acquired 
in participating in the perilous work of entering

ness with which he attacked and defeated the 
Spanish Fleet in Manilla Harbour last Sunday. 
He was promoted to be Captain in 1870, and 
was made Commodore in 1884. The United 
States Government honoured him in 1896 by 
appointing him President of the Board of 
Inspection and Survey of the American Navy. 
He has only been in command of the U.S. Fleet 
in the Chinese Seas since January. How 
supremely well qualified he was to fill this 
responsible post, and what skilful captains and 
valiant crews carried out his instructions, the 
Manilla victory placed beyond doubt. 

-The President received the news of the victory 
at ten o’clock on Sunday evening. He had 
given orders that he was not to be disturbed 
unless important news came. ‘ Suddenly,” 
writes the Telegraph Correspondent, ‘‘the chief 
telegraph operator appeared with a despatch in 
his hand. President MeKinley seized it eagerly, 
glanced hurriedly at it, and exclaimed, ‘ Well 
done, Dewey! If the Spaniards admit as much,

We give on another page a small chart show- 
ing the position of the Philippine Islands with 


regard to British Borneo and China. ‘The 
Philippines consist of no fewer than two thousand 
mountainous or hilly islands, the two largest 
being Luzon, of which Manilla is the chief town, 
and Mindanao. The population, including army 
and navy, is roughly estimated at seven and 
three-qua ‘ter millions. 

The € a'e not many Spaniards residing on the 
islands, and the Chinese, who up till ‘recently 
controlled the principal industries, have latterly 
quitted the locality on account of the disturbed 
condition of things. The native races are Malays 
and Negritos. 

Manilla, the capital of the Philippines, is a 
flourishing place of 150,000 inhabitants. Large 
vessels cannot get up the river Pasig within 
reach of the city. Fortifications have been built 
at the entrance to the bay, und guns have also 
been placed in position at Cavite, where a 
breakwater has been erected opposite the 
mouth of the river Pasig. The colonial 
troops in the island number about 17,000, 
and they were largely reinforced in 1896-97 
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Spanish Admiral telegraphed -the following 
account of the battle to the Madrid Government 
through the Navy Bureau at Manilla— 

“At dead of night the American Squadron 
succeeded in forcing the port, and appeared off 
Cavite before daybreak (on Sunday, May 1). At 
half-past seven fire broke out forward on the 
Reina Cristina, and the flames quickly spread aft. 
I and the staff officers went on board the Jsla 
de Cuba. By eight o'clock the Reina Cristina 
and the Castilla were completely enveloped in 
flames. 

“ The other vessels, having sustained damage, 
retired into Bakor Bay. Some of them had to 
be sunk, to prevent their falling into the enemy’s 
hands. Our losses are heavy, the dead including 
Captain Cadarso, of the Reina Cristina, and a 
chaplain.” 

The Spanish Minister of Marine expressed 
himself as highly pleased with the heroism of 
the Spanish sailors, and telegraphed his con- 
gratulations to Admiral Montojo on their conduct 
under the fire of superior war-ships.

Many English merchants have 
settled in Manilla; and the British Consul has 
naturally been most anxious as to their safety. 
Besides Manilla, there~are other large towns, 
including Lanang with 31,000 inhabitants, Lissa 
with 42; 000, Banang with 36 ,000, and Batangas 
with 34,000. The chief exports of the islands 
are hemp, sugar, coffee, indigo, and copra, in 
addition to tobacco and the far-famed Manilla 
cigars. In 1896 the total import trade was valued 
at £2,150,000, and the exports at £7,500,000. To 
the south-west of Luzon lie Samar, Leyte, Bohol, 
Sebu, Negros, and Panay, with other smaller 
islands. . The history of the colony, which was 
captured by Great Britain in 1762 but restored 
on a ransom of a million sterling, is-full of 
records of volcanic eruptions, earthquakes, and 
tornadoes.

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The Late Captain Don Luis Cadarso, 

Commander of the cruiser Reina Cristina, who 
was killed on the bridge of his vessel during 
the action at Manilla, was one of the most 
brilliant officers of the Spanish Navy. In 
appearance, says the Madrid Correspondent of 
the Daily Mail, he resembled an Englishman 
rather than a Spaniard. His hair was fair, and 
his eyes blue and piercing, which gave one the 
impression of restless energy. His activity was 
proverbial. He had been in command of the 
Reina Cristina for three years past, and his ship 
Was a model of order and efficiency, his officers 
and crew practising frequently. Still, he found 
time for reading a good deal, and for writing 
much. His signature was well known in papers 
and reviews. He wrote chiefly on naval and 
Colonial matters. Captain Cadarso, who was 
about fifty years old, leaves a large family, the 
members of which are sure to be well cared for 
y the generous Queen of Spain. 


Washington Account 
of Admiral Dewey’s Victory. 


According to the Daily News Washington 

orrespondent, the President received the news 
among the first, with the Cabinet aud his friends, 
at the White House on Sunday. He was fully 
advised of the impending attack, which began at 
the hour he expected. 

Admiral Dewey acted under orders from 

'ashington, aud the result had been awaited 
With the greatest anxiety by the President and 
the naval officials, who knew the situation at the 

hilippines. They realised that Admiral Dewey 
OOK a gigantic risk in forcing the battie so far 
from any base of supplies and dry-dock facilities, 
but they believed it was just the blow needed. 
Now they are greatly elated by the glorious 
Success, The President said it was a question 
Whether the war would go much farther. 

The U.S. State Department at Washington 
Was on Monday informed that the British 
Government had received despatches from the 
*Overnor of the Straits Settlements, containing 
details of the naval engagement at Manilla.

Admiral Sampson’s Bombardment 
of the Forts of Matanzas, 
a Cuban port not far from Havana, took place on 
April 28. The Daily News Special on board the 
Admiral’s Flag-ship New York described the 
attack graphically— 

When Admiral Sampson, on board the flag- 
ship, left the cruising-ground off Havana to pay 
a visit to Matanzas and Cardenas, he found that 
the Spaniards at Matanzas were very busy 
erecting fortifications and placing guns in 
position. Moreover, the Admiral had been in- 
formed that the artillerymen were manning the 
Spanish batteries in that direction, and had 
twice fired torpedoes at the torpedo-boat Foote. 

The New York found the monitor Puritan and 
the cruiser Cincinnati at Matanzas, which they 
were blockading, and Admiral Sampson decided 
to make a reconnaissance in force, for the three- 
fold purpose of locating the batteries, discover- 
ing tie kind of guns mounted, and, if possible, 
stopping the work of fortification. 

The flag-ship led the way into the bay, the 
Puritan folowing a few hundred yards astern on 
the port side. The Cincinnati remained behind 
to starboard. 

A few minutes before one o'clock there was a 
puff of smoke from the east shore, and an 8-in. 
shell whizzed towards the New York, but fell 
short. Scarcely had the report died away when 
another puff of smoke followed from the Point 
Maya side, but this shot also fell short. The 
Eastern Battery was nearly 7000 yards away, but 
the flag-ship promptly opened fire with one 8-in. 
gun, and the engagement soon became general. 

The New York proceeded to give her whole 
attention to the fort of Rubal Caya, which was 
being pushed to completion. The practice made 
by the flag-ship was admirable. A big puff of 
smoke would suddenly rise from her side, and 
the eye following the direction of the shot would 
perceive an instant later a great cloud of dust 
and fragments of concrete and mortar fly high 
in the air. Then the roar of smashing masonry 
would reach the ship, heavy and sullen.

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Growing Cut Flowers for Profit. 

In the open garden, cut-flower growing is a profitable 
pursuit in the summer months. Such things as sweet peas, 
mignonette, roses, carnations, gaillardias, dahlias, corn- 
flowers, and poppies always find a sale in a busy market in 
country towns. Inthe London markets they are sent in by 
growers from a great distance and in huge quantities. 
From the advent of wall-flowers and violets in the begin- 
ning of the year till ‘“ mums ” close in the course late in 
December, open-air grown cut flowers are always in demand, 
There are two or three special permanent demands for 
cut flowers in London ani in most large towns that growers 
lay themselves out for. One is the street bution-hole 
seller. Another is the coster and stall-keeper. Another is 
the wreath-maker. The former must have flowers that 
will wire and mount singly. Tie stall-keeper wants flowers 
that will make a showy bunch.
